Cancerous Beef Cattle. 
CuHicaao, October 9. 

For some time past the Times, 
through its columns, has been expos- 
ing the inefficient inspecting of cattle 
and hogs at the stock yards, and ad- 
vocating the inspection of stack of all 
kinds ‘at the yards be placed under 
the control of the city health depart- 
ment of Chicago, with full authority 
to condemn. Heretofore the Chicago 
health department has had an officer 
at the yards, but his authority was 
next to nothing. To-day, at a meeting 
of the stock yard directors and officers 
of the town of Lake, it was agreed 
that the health commissioners of Chi- 
cago should have absolute control of 
the yards for inspection purposes, 
with authority to condemn cattle or 
other animals as he sees fit. 

The jurisdiction of the health com- 
missioner is also extended over al! 
packing and slaughtering houses sit- 
uated in the town of Lake. Health 
officers were immediately stationed 
at each of the three gates of the stock 
yarda, and all Cattle entering are ex- 
amined. The animals condemned 
during the day are placed in a separ- 
ate pen,and in the evening of each 
day will be slaughtered. Five ani- 
mals were thus killed last evening. 
The carcasses are turned over to the 
Union Rendering Company at the 
stock yards. The board was heartily 
approved of by the stockmen. Health 
commissioner Dewolfe states that it is 
impossible to estimate the ill effects 
upon the people of Chicago caused by 
the number of cancerous beeves. The 
effects of eating the beef, says Dewolſe, 
is septic fever, being a degree of blood 
poisoning very similar to fever from 
other causes ; hénce the inability of 
physicians to trace cancerous meat. 
Dewolfe do doubt but that a num- 
ber of deaths have resulted from the

The 
President states he has no authority to 
guarantee the expenses of the Commis- 
sion, but bas no doubt that in view of 
the magnitude of the commercial in- 
terests involved, that Congress will 
meet all bills incurred Sr this pur- 
pose. The Commissioner of Agricul- 
iure is directed to summon his assv- 
giates and proceed to work she ama 
delay.
